The Supreme Judges Say They 


Are Not a Gambling 
Device. 


A Decision Which Will Particu- 
larly Interest Poker 
Players. 


The Queer Case of a Kansas City Saloon- 
Keeper, Whe Was Indicted for Running 
a Gambling-Mouse, Reversed by the 
Highest State Tribunal Te-Day—Some 
Highly Interesting Iater mation About 
the Legal Aspect of @ Deck of Cards— 
Cases in Which They Figure and How

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 20,—The follow- 
ing opinion was rendered to-day: State, 
respondent, vs. Michael Gilmore, appellant, 
in the Supreme Court of Missour!; opinion of 
the Court; Brace, Judge. The charge in the 
indictment in this case, that defendant did 
unlawfully and feloniously set up and keep 
a certain table and gambling device, 
to-wit: a certain table and chips or 
cheoks, commoly called poker chipsor checks, 
and certam cards commonly calied playing 
cards, all the same being gambling devices, 
adopted, devised and designed for the pur- 
pose of playing a certain game of chance com- 
monly called poker for money and property 
and did then and there unlawfully and feloni- 
ously entice, induce and permit divers persons 
whose names are unknown, to play at and up- 
on said table and gambling device.“ 
On this indictment he was tried convict- 
ed and sentended to imprisonment in the 
County Jailfor six months under the pro- 
vision of section 1,547, Revised Statutes 187; 
as amended by the aet approved March 9, 1881, 
session acts, 1881, which reads as follows: 
Every person who shall set up or keep any 
tables or gambling devices commonly called 
A B OC, faro 2 E O roulette, equality 
or any ind ot gambling table 
on gambling device adapted, devised and de- 
signed for the purpose af piaying any game 
of chance for money or property and shall in- 
duce, entice, or permit any person to bet or 
play at or upon any such gambling table or 
gambling device, or at or upon any game

The Webb showed her 
stanciiness and the bravery of her pilots 
and crew several weeks ago in the fearful 
hurricane off Hatteras which proved fatal 
to the steamship Conserva. It was she which 
picked up and brought to this port one of the 
ill-fated craft’s life boats. She left her an- 
echorage at Clinton, 8. I., at noon Saturday, 
with four pilots, a steward and a crew of five 
men. The pilots had invited Mr. Green of 
Brooklyn, afriend of Capt. Malcolm, to join 
them on their cruise. Even at that time the 
fog was very dense, but the pilots could get 
about the channel with their eyes 
shut, and 80 the mist did not 
deter them from going straight for the 
ocean in search of inward-bound steamsbips. 
As the Webb put to sea she passed the fog- 
bound fleet of liners which had huddled to- 
gether about the bar and near Quaragtine 
waiting for the fog to rise. The pilot boat 
rather drifted than sailed, for much motion 
was dangerous for anything afloat in such a 
fog. By nightfall the Charlotte Webb was 
sailing about near the Sandy Hook light- 
ship, butas there were no indications that 
any vessel would get through the fog, Capt. 
Malcolm decided that they would sail to the 
eastward and getoutof the bank. Sail wes 


‘clapped on and the stout’ little boat went 


forward withawill. At 8:30 o’clock the pliots 
had their supper and were feeling rather com- 
fortable save for the still heavyfog. Ata 
while after 11 o’clock the boat was about eight 
miles to the eastward of the lightship laying 
to, because it seemed almost Impossible to get 
out of the fog. 
THE FATAL CRASH.

Nearly all 
of the reapers, mowers, and _ self-binders 
sold to the larger farmers are of American 
manufacture, and those who buy English 
goods admit that they do so because of their 
lower cost, not because of their superiority, 
or even equality. Three-fourths of the 
Australian papers are printed on American 
presses, although the first eost of these is" 
much greater than that of the Bmglish article. 
In fact nearly all kinds of labor-saving ma- 
chinery come from America, and our trade ig 
increasing every year. 

YANKEE BUGGIES IN THE ANTIPODES. 
eln my own particular liue I found 
that the United States easily led the 


world. A few old lumbering coaches 
of English manufacture could be seen, and the 
common carts and cheap wagons used in the 
cities also come from that country, at least 
the wheels and axies do, the wagon bodies 
being made in Australia. But all the light 
driving buggies, the HNghter carriages, the 
farm wagons and all vehicles used in the 
numerous centrations remote from biack- 
smith shops are made in this country and 
shipped at great expense to Melbourne. 
Australia is 4 land of horses and 
horsemen, and no one with any preteosions 
to style or fashion will be without an Ameri- 
can pianobox buggy. On every street in Mel- 
bourne and Sydney they can be seen, and 
scarcely anything else is met with on the 
suburban roads where horses are speeded. 
The native Australian woods are not at all 
suited to manufacture of any kind. Their 
trees, notabiy the eucalyptus, are among the 
largest in the world, but the wood is either go 
soft as to be useless, orso hard as to be prac- 
tically unworkable, 
ADVANTAGES OF HICKORY. : 

This throws the country upon foreign 
nations for its supply of vebicies and the char- 
acter of our American hickory places light 
buggies and wagons made of it far ahead.of 
apy in the world. In countries where there 
are plenty of wagonmakers and any damages 
can be repaired at once this advantage does 
not counterbalance the cheaper prices at which 
the English can put their goods on the mar- 
ket, but in Australia farm and cattle- 
station vehicies must be both strong and 
light, and therefore the United States has the 
field practically to itself. When once a vehl- 
cle breaks down on the bad country roads, it 
is a task of no little aifficulty to take it to a 
blacksmith, probably twenty miles off, and no 
wizard at his trade. A cheap wagon is there- 
fore not to be thought of, and the consequence 
is that the two and a half millions of Austral- 
ians own proportionately more expensive 
vehicies than any other nation in the world. 
I found this out to my cost. I had made a ship- 
ment of cheap spring wagons, but had to sell 
them for scarcely more than I could obtain at 
home, while the best wagons easily brought 
pretty much what we chose to ask for them, 
There is no market in Australia for cheap ve- 
hiciles, but a splendid one for those of high 
grade. 

THE BUCEBOARD,

Strong Men Fail te Accomplish the Same 
Feat—The Efforts to Prove Willie a 
Freud—To-Day’s Testimony in His Case 
— Dr. Simon onthe Stand—Willie a Bad 


Boy. 


The sensational Maiers case has not yet con- 
cluded. The defense resumed the taking of 
testimony upon the opening of court at 10a. 
m. to-day, with Dr. John Simon again on 
the stand. By this witness the defense has 
made a strong effort to reflect on the char- 
acter of the prosecuting witness, Willie 
Malers, aiming to prove tne boy capable of 
carrying out the well-feigned fits which they 
allege haveso characterized his assumed ill- 
ness. 

DR. SIMON'’S Mock. 

Dr. Simon testified that when he called at 
the residence of Mrs. Malers in January last he 
was in company with another medical student 
and on one occasion the three engaged the 
boy in conversation for several hours. The 
witness then stated that on the occasion 
mentioned Willie Meiers used  cigar- 
ettes and foul language in the 
presence of his mother and seemed 


not in the least abashed at the presence of the 
visitors. While engaged in a game of cards 
w ith the boy the witness states that he ob- 
served him cheating by secretly abstracting 
cards from the deck. 

Dr. Simon was subjected to a very severe 
cross-examination at the handsof Attorney 
McBride, but with the exception of a few con- 
tradictions he stuck to his story and insisted 
thatthe experiment which he had made at the 
time of one of the so-called fits had convinced 
him that the case was a fraud. 

When asked to state his probable motive 
for such a course on the part of the boy, the 
witness said that he attributed it toa desire 
— sympathy from the visitors and the pub- 

ic. 
OTHER TESTIMONY.

EGG LORE, 


Seme Ancient and Curious British Super- 
stitions About Eggs. 


From the London Queen. 

„To hang an egg laid on Ascension Day in 
the roof of a house,’’ says Reginald Scott. in 
1584, ‘‘preserveth the same from all hurts. 
Probably this was written with an eye totbe 
„hurts arising from witchcraft, in connec- 
tion with which eggs were supposed to pos- 
sess certain mysterious powers. In North 
Germany, if you have a desire to see the 
ladies of the broomstick on May Day, their 


festival, you must take an egg laid on Maundy 
Thursday and stand where four roads meet; or 
else you must go to church on Good Friday, 
but come out before the blessing. It was 
formerly quite an article of domestic belief 
that the shells must be broken after eating 
egas lest the witches should sail out to sea in 
them; or, as Sir Thomas Browne declared, lest 
they ‘‘should draw or prick their names 
therein, and venificiously mischief’’ the per- 
son who had partaken ofthe egg. North Ger- 
mans, seen 3 this side of the question, say, 
„Break the shelis or you will get the ague, 
and Netherlanders advise you to secure your- 
selves against the attacks of this disagreeable 
visitor by eating on Easter Day 
a couple of eggs which were laid 
on Good Friday. Scotch fishers, who may be 
reckoned among the most superstitious of 
folks, believe that contrary winds and much 
vexation of spirit will resuit of having eggs on 
board with them, while in the West of En- 
zland it is considered very unlucky to bring 
birds’ eggs into the house, although they may 
be * up with impunity outside. Mr. 
Gregor, in his ‘‘Folklore ofthe Northeast of 
Scotland, gives us some curious par- 
ticulars concerning chickens and the 
best methods of securing a sat- 
isfactery brood. The hen, it seems, 
should be set on an odd number of eggs, or 
the chances are that most, if not all, will be 
addled—a mournful prospect for the hen 
wife; also, they must be placed under the 
mother bird after sunsetorthe chickens will 
be blind. Ifthe woman who performs this 
office carries the ones wrapped up in her 
chemise the result willbe hen birds; if she 
wears a man’s hat, cocks. Furtbermore, it 
is well for her to repeat a sort of 
charm, A in thegeetnir. A oot 
theegeethir.’’ There are many farm 
ers’ wives, even in the 
day, who would never 
allowing eggs to be brought 
house or taken out after dark, this Deing 
deemed extremely unlucky. Outhbert Bede 
mentions the case of a farmer’s wife in Rut- 
land Who received a sitting of (uck’s eggs 
from a neighbor at9 o’clock at night. ‘‘I can- 
not imagine how she could have been so fool- 
ish,’’ said the good woman, much distressed; 
and her visitor, upon inquiry, was told that 
ducks’ eggs brought into a house after sunset 
would never be hatehed. 4 Linconshire 
superstition declares that if eggs are 
carried over running water they will be 
useless for setting purposes; while in Aber- 
deen there is an idea prevalent among the 
country folks that should it thunder a short 
time before chickens are hatched they will 
die inthe skell.

An Egg Experiment. 


Make a very small hole in each end of a 
fresh egg, and after blowing out the con- 
tents, close one end with a bit of sealing- war.

the body ofa fish and sew them together on 
the edges, so as to make a pointed bag. Put 
some sand into this for Dallast. 
mouth of the bag must be ex- 
actly the size of the egg, which 
is to be fastened into it with sealing-wax or 
glue, to form the headof thefish. Having 
prepared it in this way, paint two eyes on the 
egg with black paint, and the magic fish is 
ready to be put into a jarof water. The 
weight of the sand inthe bag must be such 
that the fish will float on the surface if left to 
itself, but so that a very light touch will cause 
it to sink. Cover the jar tightly with a 
piece of india rubber, or any other water 
. flexible substance. When a hand is 
aid on the covering the pressure transmitted 
ta the liquid will cause a istic water to enter 
the egg, and the fish will dive; the heavier the 
pressure the more quickly it will piunge. Re- 
move the pressure from the India rubber and 
the compressed air in the egg will force it out 
of the water and tbe fish will come to the sur- 
face again.—|[ Christian Union.

The noise of shooting in a dive near Clark 
avenue on South Sixth street shortly after 1:30 
this morning attracted the attention of the 
police.

Distressing Adventure of a. Jacksonville 
(Mo.) Gentleman and His Compensation 
—Judge Fisher on the Verdict of a Jury— 
Judge Valliant’s Decisitons—A Divorce 
Granted—Court News Notes.

® case. Dr. T. A. Gor- 
don and A. K. Florida, a real estate broker 
doing business tn this city, engaged a lower 
berth in a Pullman car in August, 1888, 
bound for Jacksonville, . Mo. When 
the gentlemen retired they placed their 
clothes in the upper berth and went 
to sleep. AtSo’clock in the morning they 
were awakened by the porter in time to get 
up and dress and be ready to leave the train 
at Jacksonville. On looking for their clothes 
they found them missingand asearch of the 
train failed to bring them to light: The train 
was rolling rapidly towards Jacksonville and 
something had to be done. Dr. Gordon with 
great presence of mind rushed around, woke 
up male passengers and after many attempts 
borrowed a pair of pants. Mr. Florida did 
the same bus could find no one who hada 
pair gf pants to spare. The porter shouted 
‘‘Jacksonville’’ and nothing was left for Mr. 
Florida todo but to jump off thetrain. He 
was dressed in a thin, gauze undershirt, a 
palr of summer drawefs, a pair of shoes and 
ahat. Inthis raiment he stepped off the car 
and struck up a rapid gait for his home half a 
mile from the depot. It was 4 o’ clock in 


the morning and few of the inhabitants of 
Jacksonville were astir. The dew was heavy 
on the grass and when Mr. Florida reached 
home he bad a cold which lasted a week. He 
had lost his suit worth $25, a set of teeth worth 
$25, an abstract of real estate worth $25, a pair 
of gloves worth $1.75, a knife worth $l and 
$17 m cash. As he never heard from 
them again be entered suit ainst the com- 
pany for $94.75 for loss of goods and $100 dam- 
ages. Hecharged the company’s employes 
with negligence in not watching his clothes, 
and the company claimed Florida was gulity 
of contributory negligence in placing his 
clothes and valuables ip a berth he had not 
paid for and was no more entitled to 
recover than he would if at an notel he placed 
his clothes and property in aroom next to his 
whftch be had not paid for. Judge Fisher was 
of thé opinion that the porter should have 
been more careful, and know who got on and 
off the car. He renders judgment for Mr. 
Fiorida for $82.15 and allows him nothing for 
his lost time or cold. 


A Jury's Verdict. 


Passing on a motion for a new trial, this 
morning, in the case of the Chamberlain Ar- 
cade Co. against E. Waldmeyer, F. Rams- 
berger, Christ Pieper and H. Rueking, 


Fisher defined the meaning 
a verdict of the jury and how 
absolute it was. The Chamberlain 
Arcade Co., which seems to have got into 
some difficulty with every contractor who 
worked on the building, sues the defendants 
in this case on their contract for $662 damages. 
In a former triala jury awarded the company 
a verdict for the full amount, and a motion for 
Aa mew trial was filed, on the ground 
that the verdict was against the law 
the evidence and the Court’s instructions. 
Judge Fisher in overruling the motion said: 
„A careful examination of the instructions 
given the jury in this caseshows that the is- 
sues of fact were fairly submitted to them, 
and while the Court might have reached a dif- 
ferent conclusion from what they did, it does 
not follow that a new trial should be granted. 
It is the peculiar province of the 
jury to determine the weight of evi- 
dence and decide the issues of fact 
involved in the case and the court bas no 
right to interfere with that finding unless it be 
so clearly wrong as to show that the j were 
actuated corruptly or were mislead by the in- 
structions of the court into making a palpably 
wrong decision. The weight ofthe evidence, 
as conceived by the jury, is probably not the 
same as the court would have determined it 
had the case been tried before the court. Bu 
this does not warrant the setting aside of the 
verdict. The motion must be overruled.“

Lehmann did not answer when his case was 
called. It may not be bie intention to trifle 
with the court, but his conduct needs expla- 
nation. When the complaint was pending 
before Commissioner Crawford it was con- 
tinued five times. On none of these occasions 
except the first, when Lehman was in the 
custody of an officer, did he put in an appear- 
ance. The conditions of the bond were de- 
clared violated at 3 o’clock in the afternoon. 
The Commissioner simply has power to de- 
clare the conditions of the bond violated. 4 
forfeiture of the bond itself can only be de- 
clared by the court. About ten minutes be- 
fore the Commissioner could report the

the next morning Lehmann walked into the 
court-room with the very bondsman who had 
been his security on the bond which he vio- 
lated so frequently. The District Attorney was 
anxious at that time to arraign Lehmann and 
Lehmann was just as anxious not to put him- 
self in the position of defendant before the 
Commissioner.

A HEAVY RAIN ACCOMPANIED BY HIGH 
WIND AND LIGHTNING. 


Damage Wrought by the Erratic Current 
Last Night—Houses Injured and Inmates 
Frightened — fruit Trees and Grain 
Blown Down in the County—The Rain- 
fall of Yesterday. 


LENTY of lightning 

and thunder accom- 

panied the storm that 

swept over the city 

last night, following 

a day cloud-hung and 

showery.

heavy rainfall, while other portions were vis- 

ited only by light sun-showers. In the south- 

western suburbs, between 4 and 5 o’clock, the 

rain was extraordinarily heavy, .while in 

Forest Park and down town there was scarcely 
enough to change the color of the roadway. 

The rain at nightwas preceded for nesrly|two 
hours by a high wind, which in the county 
damaged fruit trees and swept down fields of 
grain. The wind was almost cyclonic in its 
strength over exposed portions of the country 
and was blowing almost due east. 

The rain fell fitfully all night, being 
heaviest between 2 and 4o’clock this morn- 
ing. Between 10 and 12 0’clock the lightning 
was something dreadful, and several bulld- 
ings in various portions of the city were 
damaged. Near II o’clock there were ten 
vivid flashes at less than balf- minute inter- 
vals; the peals of thunder were 80 close to- 
gether the sound seemed to be continuous 
and created great alarm m the city. There 
was no loss of life, and the total damage to 
property within the limits amounted to lesa 


than $400. 

As reported by the signal service the total 
rainfalifor the twenty-four hours of yester- 
day was 56-100 of an inch. That was the 
amount that fell upon the Custom-house, 
where the observation station is located.

THINES THAT NO NEW CITY HALL SHOULD 
BE BUILT AT PRESENT 


Because the Public Institutions Are Crowd- 
ed to Suffocation and Money Is Needed 
to Wend Their Accommodations— 
Benches for Forest Park Recommended 
—Indictments Returned—Bills Ignered— 
The Jurors to Meet Again. 


The May Grand-jury returned a partial re- 
port this morning and the jurors were dis- 
missed uatil June 17, at Which time they will 
again met and continue their work. A ten 
days session had been held, fifty-five cases 
had been examined and of these true bills bad 
been found in forty-seven cases with 
six cases ignored and two cases contin- 
ued on account of absence of witnesses. 
The report said: We have visited the jail 
and found it apparently in a satisfactory oon- 
dition throughout. We aleo visited Forest 
Park, the Woman’s Hospital, Insane Asylum, 
Poor-house, House of Refuge and Work- 
house. The absence of seats in Forest Park is 
worthy of the consideration of the authorities 
and we recommend thatsome thing be done 
to meet the demand in time for 
its appreciation this season. We ren 
gret that it is not in our province to 
do more than has been done by previous 
Grand-juries in calling attention tothe over- 
crowded condition of the Woman’s Hospital, 
Poor-house and Insane Asylum. The Poor- 
house proper is used wholly for the overflow 
from the Insane Asylum and the pauper sub- 
jects, for whom the institution was intended, 
are crowded into an annex, which is inade- 
quate in all its appointments for their proper 
care. The Insane Asylum, which was 
built to accommodate 200 patients, has now 
more than five hundred inmates. These insti- 
tutions are all conducted inavery efficient 
manner under the conditions mentioned It 
is more than a reproach to our City Govern- 
ment that with the repeated reminders in this 
dairection a deaf ear continues to be turned in 
this direction and in the face of which a 
million-dollar City Hall is proposed. We em- 
phatically suggest that if this appropriation 
assumes shape that these institutions take 

recedence. Instead of the purchase of a 
and site for a new City Hall we suggest that 
the Court-house property be utilized by add- 
ing sufficient stories and wings thereto.’’
